The items to the account of labor are 


cutting, transporting, and forming the 
wood, mining tbe ore, nod conl, molting 
into pigs, refining i>ito steel, rolling into 
rods, bare and b»nUe, and forming into 
bolts, c.utfs^to., and finally in the tinieh- 
ing by tuo macutttoturt r who pute tbe 
completed machine on the market. Tho 
whole cost ot the labor so bentowed on 
tbe tour machines frould be, say S100.

Sermon toy Rev. T. De Witt TaL- 


mage, D. D. 


Tlio Thrpo Groutost ThlnRH on Enrth to 


Uu-Mivliic a Mini, tt Woman or 


u clillil—How to Get Iho 


Nt'cUod StronRth. 


The subject of Dr. Talrnnge's -.'eccnt see- 


nun M-US: " The Three Greatest Things to 
lo." He clioso for his text a portion of t!io 
hlrty second verse of tho eleventh chap- 
c.roi: Daniel: "The people tSnt do know 
heir God slinil bo strong- and do exploits." 
He spoke as follows: 


Antiodiua Epiphanes, tho old sinner, 
lime down three times will; his army to 
lesoUite tho Ji'W.t, 
ivdvuucliif: one tiroo 


vitli :L hundred und two trained elephants 
swinging their trunks tills way and that, 
and sixty-two thousand infantry and six 
bousimtf cavalry troops, and they were 
driven back. Then the socond time ho ad- 
•anccd with seventy .thousand firmed n\cn 
.ud had been again defeated. But the third 
time he laid successful siore until tbe navy 
of Home came in with tho flash of their 
ong banks ot oars and demanded that 
the 
siegu 
be 
lifted. And 
Antiochus 


iptphancs said ho wanted timo to consult 
wlthlhia friends about it, and Popilius, 
one of Iho Roman cmbassndors, took a 
stuff and made a circle on the pround 
around Antiochus Epiphanoj and 
coin- 


jelled him to decide before he came out of 
;hat circle, whereupon he lifted tho sloge, 
Son-.o of tho Jews hftl submitted to the in- 
vader, but some of thfim resisted valorous- 
ly, as did Eie'nxer when he had swine's 
ilesh forced in to his mouth, spit it out, 
fllthoufjh he knew ho muth die for it, and 
did die for it, and others, aa my text says, 
were enabled to do exploits. 


An exploit 1 would delino to bo a heroic 


act, a bravo act, a creat achievement. 
"Well," you any, "I admire such things, 
but there is iiO chunco for me; mine is a 
sort of a humdrum life. If I had an An- 
tiochus Upiphanc* to ilpht 1 also could do 
exploits." You are right so far as great 
wars are concerned. There will probably 
be no opportunity to distinguish yourself 
in battle. The most of the Brife-iidier-Gen- 
_r»ls of this country would never have- 
been heard of had it not been for the war. 
General Grout wouid 
havo 
remained 


in the useful work of tanning hides 
at 
Galena, 
and 
Stor-ewall 
Jackson 


would havo 
conthiued tho quiet col- 


lego professor in Virginia. And what- 
ever military talents you havo will prob- 
ably iio dormant forever. 
Neither will 


you probably become a great inventor. 
Nineteen hundred and ninety-nine out of 
every two thousand inventions found in tho 
Patent Office at Washington never yielded 
their authors enough money to pay for tho 
expenses of securing the patent. Bo you will 
probably never bo a Morse, or an Edison, 
or a Humphrey Davy/or an Eli Whitney. 
There is not much probability that you 
will bo tho ono out of tho hundred that 
achieves extraordinary success in corc.- 
mercial, or legal, or medical, or literary 
spheres. What then! Can you have no op- 
portunity to t'.o exploits? lam going to show 
you to-day that there arc three opportuni- 
ties open that ure grand, thrilling,-far- 
i-oacbing, stupendous and overwhelming. 
They arc before you now. In ono, if not 
in uil three of thera, you may do exploits. 
The three greatest things on earth to do 
are to'savei man, or save a woman, orsuvo 
a chlW. 


During tho course of his life almost 


every man gets into an exigency, is caught 
between 'two fires, is ground between two 
millstones, sits on tho edge of some preci- 
pice, or in some other way comes near 
demolition. It may be" a financial, or a 
moral, or a domestic, or a social, or a polit- 
ical exigency. You sometimes see it in 
court-rooms. A young man has got into 
bad company and ho has offended tho law 
and ho is arraigned. All blushing and 
confused ho is in tho prosenco ol judge 
and jury and 
lawyers. 
He 
can 
be 


sent right 
on 
in. 
tho wrong direc- 


tion. Ho is feeling disgraced and ho is al- 
most desperate. Lot tho district attorney 
overhaul him as though he were an 
old offender, lot the ablest attorneys at tho 
bar refuse to say a word for him because 
he can not afford a considerable feo, let 
tbe j'udgo give no opportunitj' for present- 
ing "the mitigating circumstances, hurry 
up the case and hustlo him up to Auburn or 
Sing Sing. If he lives for seventy years 
tor seventy years no -will be a crlrainaL, 
and each decade of his life will bo blacker 
than its predecessor. In tne interreg- 
nums of prison 
life 
ho can got no 


work, and ho is glad to break a window- 
glass, or blow up a safe, or play the 
highwayman, so as to get back again 
within the walls whoro ho can get some- 
thing to eatand-hld* himself from the cruel 
gaze or .the world.

Un- 
til some one shall give a better definition I 
will tell you what a woman is. Direct, 
from God, a sacred and delicate gift, with, 
affections so great that no measuring line 
short of that of the infinite God can tell 
their bound. 
Fashioned to reCno and 


soothe and lift and irradiate homo nnd so- 
ciety and ihu world. Of such value that 
no one can appreciate it, unless his mother 
livcci long enough to lot him understand it, 
or who in soino great crisis of life when 
all elso failed him, had a wife to reinforce 
him with a faith in God that nothing 
could disturb. 
Speak out, ye cradles, 


and tell of the feet that rocked you and 
the anxious faces that hovered over you 1 
Speak out, ye nurseries of all Christen- 
dom, 
and ye homes, whether dcsolato or

the downward path with that very kind of 
behavior. 


Or if, for instance, you find a woman in 


financial distress nnd breaking down in 
health and spirits trying to support her 
children, now that her husband ia dead or 
an invalid, doing that very important and 
honorable work but which Is little appre-. 
ciated—keeping a boc.rding;house, where 
all tho guests, according as they pay small 
board, or propose, without paying any 
board at all, to decamp, arc critical of ev- 
erything and hard to please—busy your- 
selves in trying to get her nioro patrons and 
tell aero! Divine sympathy. Yea, if j-ousoo 
a woman favored of fortune and with all 
kindly surroundings finding in tho hol- 
low ilatterics of the world hor chief re- 
galement, living for herself and for time 
as if there were no eternity,' strive to 
bring her into the kingdom of. God, as did 
tho otaor flay a Sabbuth-school teacher 
who was the means of the conversion of 
the daughter of a man of immense wealth. 
Tiie daughter resolved to join the church, 
ar.d she went homo and said: "Father, I 
am going to join tho church and I want you 
tocoaic." "Oh, no." he said, "Incvergoto 
church." "Well," said the daughter, "if 
i were going to bo married would you not 
go to scenic married i" And he said: "Oh, 
yes."

There is another exploit that you can do, 


and that is to save a child. A child does 
not seem to amount to much. It is nearly 
a year old before it can walk at all. For 
tho Urst year and a half it can not speak a 
word. For the first ton years it would 
starve if it had to earn its own food. For 
the Jlrst fifteen years its opinion on any 
subject is absolutely valueless.

Only give me back that lost dar- 
ling." I am glad '-hat tbere are those 
who know something of tbo valuo of a 
child. Its possibilities are tremendous. 
What will those hands yet do? Whoro 
will those feet yet walk? Toward what 
destiny will that never-dying soul bo- 
takc itself! Shall those lips be the throne 
of blasphemy or benediction? Como, all 
ye surveyors of the earth, and bring link 
and chain, and measure if you can its pos- 
sible possessions. Como, all ye astron- 
omers of tho earth, with your telescopes, 
ar.d tell us if you can see the range of its 
eternal flight. Come, all ye chronologists, 
and calculate tho decades on decades, tho 
centuries on centuries, 
the cycles on 


cycles, the eternities on eternities of Its 
li'fctlmo. Oh, to save a child I Am I not 
right in putting that among tho great ex- 
ploits? Yea, it beats the other two, for U' 
you save the child you save tho man or 
you save tho woman. Get tho first twenty 
years of that boy or girl all right, and I 
guess you have got manhood or woman- 
hood all right, and their entire earthly and 
eternal-career nil right. But what are you 
going to do with those children who are 
worse oil than if their father or mother 
bad died the day they 
were bornl 


There arc tens of thousands of such. 
Their 
parentage 
was 
against 
them. 


Their name is against them. The struct- 
ure of their skulls is against them. Their 
nerves and muscles contaminated by the 
inebriety or dissoluteness of their parents, 
ility uro practically at their birth iam ov'J.
